Wellsville firemen fought seven 
hours Sunday nigh! to extinguish 
a stubborn blaze in the clay mine 
of the McLain Fire Brick Co. at 
25th St . Wellsville 
Firemen were handicapped by 
heavy clouds of smoke which fill­ 
ed the tunnel and sent three of 
the volunteers to City Hospital for 
treatment. 
The exact cause of the fire is 
unknown, but firemen believe a 
short circuit in the electrical lines 
could have started the blaze. The

tunnel, which stretches nearly a 
mile and a half into the hill.

and discovered the fire when they 
attempted to com e out.

They escaped through a sa fety 
shaft at the rear of the mine and 
reported the fire to company au­ 
thorities and the fire department. 
Three firemen, Wayne Rose, 29, 
of 1513 Lincoln Ave., Ed Broderick, 
968 Main St., and John Fulton, 44, 
of 823 Broadway, were overcom e 
by the dense smoke in the tunnel.

Since it is one of the main aims of the 
Eisenhower administration to give taxpayers 
a clearer picture of what’s going on in Wash­ 
ington, government spending will be discussed 
often and frankly in 1954. 
President Eisenhower and his advisers, who 
are some cf the ablest financial experts in 
the country, are far better able to talk now 
than they were a year ago when they were 
getting ready to accept responsibility. They 
have found out where the fiscal bodies are 
buried. They have had a chance to look at 
federal spending from the inside out. 
Contrary to the catcalls of the disgruntled 
prom oters of creeping socialism who have been 
turned out into the cold and the sniffish wise­ 
cracks of the displaced spend-elect crew, men 
like George Humphrey and Charles Wlison have 
turned the spending tide. 
They have been able to do in a few months 
what had not been tried since 1934 by their 
predecessors in the Roosevelt and Trum an ad­ 
ministrations. 
They 
have 
convinced 
the 
vast 
federal 
bureaucracy and its hangers-on that the trend 
in public spending is downward, not upward. 
They are not within two years of balancing the 
budget thanks to long-term commitments which 
they cannot cancel and the high cost of na­ 
tional defense. But they have got rid of the 
idea that the United States has no choice but 
to drift on endlessly into a sea of debt which 
m ust finally engulf it. 
The buying power of the dollar has quit 
shrinking. Savings have been made more se­ 
cure. The threat of runaway inflation which 
hung over the country for more than a decade 
has been removed. 
There are two questions that every adminis­ 
tration spokesman should ask the public in 
1954 every tim e he gets a chance: 
Do you resent the absence of Korean casualty 
lists? 
Do you believe Americans must have a war 
boom to be prosperous?

Holiday Spirit 
The holiday spirit which reached its annual 
climax again on Christmas Day this year re­ 
veals some attributes underestimated while it 
is gaining momentum.

One of these attributes is the release of ten­ 
sions by an upside - down process of creating 
tensions of another kind. 
What 
with 
one 
thing 
and 
another, 
more 
Americans try to get more things done under 
greater pressure during the days just before 
Christmas than at any other time of the year. 
They literally exhaust themselves. 
Yet, when they look back on it they realize— 
most of them —-that they were relatively free 
of those tensions which build up to such pro­ 
portions the rest of the year that they under­ 
write the practice of psychiatry. 
This in itself is a form of psychiatric treat­ 
m ent because Christmas provides a distraction 
for millions of people who have been thinking 
too much, too long about too narrow a subject. 
Another attribute of the holiday spirit is 
the performance of thoughtful deeds on a rou­ 
tine basis which would br performed only un­ 
der extraordinary circumstances at any other 
season of the year. 
Millions of acts of kindness arid considera­ 
tion gladden hearts which otherwise would be 
heavy. 
There is nothing about Christmas more pre­ 
cious than its stimulation of the impulse to be 
compassionate and generous. 
If the sam e stimulation existed throughout 
the year — a dream which entrances many of 
us while the holiday spirit is reaching its climax 
—the world could be transformed into a work­ 
aday paradise. 
Or if it could be duplicated on at least one 
other occasion — say on Aug 25 — there could 
be two holidays each year. But of course it 
wouldn’t work that way. because the m iracu­ 
lous transformation wrought by the holiday spirit 
cannot happen twice. 
When ifs all over and the last of the Merry 
Christmases has been wished, it’s sufficiently 
miraculous that it can happen once.

They would not be living in a 
garret but in a housing develop­ 
ment and it would not have been 
necessary for Rodolfo and M ar­ 
cello to burn a manuscript in an 
iron stove to k e e p warm ; they 
would have steam heat and air 
conditioning. 
The amusing scene in which the 
candles go out and no match is 
available to relight them would be 
missed because they would have 
electric lights and if a fuse blew. 
there would be a flashlight, and 
even if they used candles, there 
would be plenty of matches be­ 
cause they are given away for 
nothing as advertisements. 
Mimi undoubtedly would h a v e 
hospitalization.

Of course, folks die in our world 
as they did in the period that Puc­ 
cini used for his opera, but we 
try to keep them alive as long 
as possible To help solve Mimi’« 
problem, we buy Christmas Seals. 


I FORGET that Mimi’s troubles 
were in the Latin Quarter of Paris 
and that I am wanting about the 
United States. In the Latin Quart­ 
er. they seem to enjoy dying to 
an aria, but here we enjoy living, 
with or without an aria. 
We devote ourselves to the art 
of keeping alive and so many of us 
reach what used to be called old 
age that that condition hardly ex­ 
ists. In my boyhood, it used to 
be said that an average life was 
35: today, even 65 is young and 
m ore people die in senility than 
in m aturity. Today Mimi might 
have had her lung collapsed 
She 
might have lived long after that. 
But then there would have been 
no “ La Boheme.” Puccini has to 
have his heroine die or “ La Bo- 
hem e’’ would be a comedy and 
not a tragedy, which would have 
been all wrong. 
And if the opera had been a 
comedy, it might have been done 
by Ham m erstein and Rodgers and 
not by Puccini and his librettists. 
Giacosa and m ica. And it w'ould 
not have been played in the Met­ 
ropolitan. but possibly in B i l l y 
Rose’s theater. Spar£ the thought!

When he 
learned that the official Bi - State 
Commission, which now licenses 
waterfront workers, had withheld 
permits from only IOO thugs, he 
moved in.

Lewis handed $50,000 
to Capt. William Bradley, the man 
who succeeded old Joe Ryan as 
head of the longshoremen. Twenty- 
five thousand dollars more w a s 
immediately available. And $175.-

THEN LEWIS returned to Wash­ 
ington and told his press agent. 
David Charney. to start things roll­ 
ing Lewis telephoned Bradley and 
told him to come to Washington. 
C harney arranged to have the 
TV and movie newsreel cam eras 
there to record Bradley’s arrival 
at the imperial coal palace. 
Once inside. Bradley sat alone 
with Lewis. That old m aster talked 
quietly about the labor movement, 
hinting at a third labor federation 
and the role that 
Bradley 
and 
the longshoremen could 
p la y in 
building one. 
John L. asked Bradley just how 
he was going about trying to de­ 


feat the AFL’s heavily - financed 
new longshoremen’s union in the 
representation 
election 
Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 
Bradley told him how’ they were 
hiring buses and cars to get their 
people out. Lewis said that there 
would have been no crim e on the 
waterfront if the political author­ 
ities in New York City had wiped 
out the IOO mobsters. 
Now the authorities were spend­ 
ing millions to get that band of 
IOO men. 
Bradley pledged he’d 
help wipe out the mobs. 


AT THE END of sufficient time 
for 
such 
portentous 
moments in 
Lewis’ personal history. Bradley 
left. The longshoremen’s chief then 
sat with the newsmen and said that 
he had just come from “ the great­ 
est friend labor ever had ” Which 
didn’t exactly irritate the m an in­ 
side 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers 
Headquarters. 
Lewis had put the deft finishing 
touches on another of his m aster 
strokes. He had cracked the head­ 
lines. 
He had needled the one m an who 
had always defied him and who 
had once accused him of being a 
“ com rade 
of 
Com rades.’’ That 
m an 
is AFL 
president 
George 
Meany. 
This is being written before the 
final vote on the waterfront. But 
it makes little difference. If Capt. 
Bradley’s ousted longshoremen de­ 
feat the concentrated power of the 
AFL. then the country will say 
that it was John Lewis’ personal­ 
ity alone which 
beat back 
the 
enormous strength of M eany, the 
AFL and its m am m oth unions. 


IF BRADLEY loses. Lewis will 
say that the visit was purely a so­ 
cial one and everybody got too 
excited. 
But win or lose. I>ewis will have 
pulled off another of his pre - coal 
crisis m aneuvers. 
The country will be talking about 
his effort to “ capture” the na­ 
tion’s waterfronts, from which he 
could “ strangle” our commerce. 
He will come out of this as a 
fierce 
m an 
of 
unplumbed 
strength.

Russians in 
Moscow eagerly snatch up Amer­ 
ican magazines to dream over the 
advertisements of consumer goods.

There are Soviet women 
who reject shoddy clothing in the 


I stores and try to make their own 
on W’estern lines. All these are 
| warnings for the new regime. 
On every hand are evidences that 
the private property instinct, far 
from being exterminated, is flour­ 
ishing among a big section of the 
population. It is particularly pres- 
I ent among that section which can 
be considered a middle class. It 
is manifest rn the determination of 
such people to pass on accumulated 
things to the next generation. 
These people are to be found 
among second and third generation 
Communists and their families who 
have no memory of revolutionary 
Bolshevism—and also among the 
growing class of directors, mana- 


agers. s p e c i a l i s t s , scientists, 
writers, 
engineers, 
professional 
people, a rm y officers, “ advanced” 
workers who earn high pay, and a 
whole layer of educated people 
necessary to the Soviet economy. 
Out of a population of more than 
200 million, these people may now 
number in the neighborhood of 40 
million. These are the people who 
by their own efforts and talents 
or party favor—have been living 
better, getting a fair share of the 
good things of life. They include 
the empire builders in the farflung 
republics, a sturdy stock of stub­ 
born colonists. All of these people 
are just 
as interested 
as 
their 
Western counterparts in maintain- j 
mg their status and passing on the 
good things to their children. 
. 
The new government will not be 
able to handle them as easily as 
Stalin handled the population. For 
one thing, to build an industrial | 
state, the Soviet government had, 
to educate the masses. For an-j 
other, the police power of the cen-' 
tral government has been damaged 
in the violent purge leading to the 
execution of L. P. Bena. 
The Communist party is rely­ 
ing on propaganda. It preaches 
incessantly about "Communist ed­ 
ucation of the masses, rooting out 
the survivals of capitalism and the 
rem nants of private property psy­ 
chology and m orals.” 
But the 
new Soviet program 
seems headed in the opposite dr 
rection. It is giving broad con- 
concessions to the peasants in the 
way of private initiative. It is 
tempting the broad m asses with 
more and better goods for their 
own private ownership. 
Ironically, this is the “ bourgeois 
revolution” for which Lenin anc 
Trotsky could not wait. Marx hac 
laid down the principle that 
feudal country, such as czarist 
Russia was, had to go through 
capitalist development before be­ 
coming 
a 
“dictatorship 
of 
the 
proletariat.” The Communists nip­ 
ped the capitalist development in 
the bud. 
When the time comes to attem pt 
to call a halt on this development 
the Communist party may find it 
is too late. No longer able to rely 
on the ruthless methods of a Stalin 
in a society several generations 
removed from czarism and violent 
revolution, the party may find it­

Group Fights 
Bricker Plan 


Limiting Of Treaty 
Powers Opposed 


NEW YORK JP—A private com­ 
mittee has been formed to fight 
against a proposed constitutional 
amendment that would limit treaty 
making powers of the President of 
the United States. 
The organization, which says its 
specific aim is to oppose an amend­ 
ment proposed by Sen John W. 
Bricker <R-Ohio’, lists John W. 
Davis and retired Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay as co-chairmen of the com­ 
m ittee’s sponsors. 
Clay is former U. S. commander 
in Europe and now chairm an of the 
Continental Can Co. Davis was 
Democratic candidate for president 
in 1924 and more r e c e n t l y served 
as attorney for the steel companies 
in fighting their seizure by former 
President Truman. 
Form ation of the group, the Com­ 
mittee for Defense of the Constitu­ 
tion 
by 
Preserving 
the 
Treaty 
Power, was announced yesterday. 
In a statem ent the committee 
said the Bricker amendment would 
“ make our procedure for carrying 
out our treaty obligations the most 
cumbersome in the world. . .and 
seriously weaken our bargaining 
position 
in 
dealing 
with 
other 
nations.” 
The Bricker am endm ent would 
allow a treaty or executive agree­ 
ment to become effective as in­ 
ternal law only after m ajority ap­ 
proval by both houses of Congress. 
The legislation would also have to 
be valid in the absence of the 
treaty.

County Jail at New Cumberland 
while Weirton police and county 
authorities continue the investiga­ 
tion. 
Neither the m urder weapon nor 
all of the $300 taken from the dead 
man were recovered following a 
search over the weekend 
Bennett was found in the back 
seat of his car by his wife after 
she heard 
a 
shot. 
He was de­ 
clared dead at the Weirton Gen­ 
eral Hospital from a bullet wound 
in the neck. 
The bullet entered the front of 
the neck and went out through the 
top of the head, according to Han­ 
cock C o u n t y Coroner George 
Schwerha. 
The trio was identified by Mrs. 
Bennett, who told police they had 
been loitering in the station earli­ 
er in the evening. 
Police seized Chaytor near the 
station. He was found near some 
cars 300 feet from where the kill­ 
ing had taken place.

Chief Charles Padden, 
Pastucha 
said he was waiting in the back 
seat of Bennett’s car, and when 
the service station operator enter­ 
ed, he pointed the gun and asked 
for his wallet.

Progress was made in ironing

the idea is expected to grow into 
the biggest development for t h e 
home building industry and t h e 
home owning public for 1954 
This can mean a lot to you, even 
if your house was built snice World 
War ll Home builders admit that 
some four 
million 
two-bed room 
houses, nicknamed "birth-control’* 
houses, were built in the last seven 
years They have proved too sm ill 
for grow ing families. Furtherm o• e. 
more than half of all the houses 
in the country are over 35 years 
old 
Lots of people run into a road 
block in do-it-yourself and moder­ 
nization dream s. It might be a fine 
idea to fix up the old place, but 
the job just seems to be too much 
A new house may be the only 
answer in these cases. 
Of course, anyone living in an 
old house can sell it and buy a 
new one. But that is not always 
simple. You have to find a buyer 
by advertising or listing with brok­ 
ers and then try to convince the 
buyer that he can fix up the house. 
He has to have the cash you want 
plus the cash or loan to modernize 
the house. 
Lots of old houses have wonder­ 
ful intrinsic value, but little sales 
appeal. The trade-in idea would 
persuade banks to recognize t h e 
true value and possibilities of an 
old house, make a commitment to 
a builder for a modernization loan 
and make as good a mortgage 
break for the buyer as he would 
get on a new house of a sim ilar 
price. 
Under the present system, big­ 
ger down payment^ are required 
on old houses than on new houses. 
The Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion is trying to change this and 
FHA Administrator Guy Hollyday 
recently said Congress would be 
asked to “ m a k e it possible to 
treat old and new housing more 
nearly alike." 
The only way to get lending in- 
instiutions all over the country 
to back this program uniformly 
seems to be through the FHA sys­ 
tem of insuring loans. 
So the FHA already has made 
rulings to encourage builders to 
take old houses in trade—to cover 
a m an’s down payment, or more, 
when he wants to buy a new house 
—modermize it and then resell it. 
There always are small familiea 
looking for small houses. And there 
always are big families who need 
more of a house than they can 
afford in new construction. 
The 
National 
Association 
of 
Home Builders is atrong for the 
trade-in idea because it knows that 
the housing shortage has been fill­ 
ed. 
A demand for new models and 
better housing must be tapped if 
their industry is going to continue 
at full blast. And their industry, 
including all building trades work­ 
ers and m anufacturers of m aterials 
and equipment, is vital to our na­ 
tional economy. 
The builders also know there is a 
demand for trade-ins because four 
out of every IO prospects for a 
new house already own a house. 
But many problems remain to 
be ironed out. House and Home, 
trade publication of the home build­ 
ing 
industry, 
h a s 
summarized 
some of these hurdles: 
"Owmers of old houses have an 
inflated idea of old-house values. 
"Selling new houses Is not tough 
enough to resort to trade-ins. 
"Builders do not like the idea 
of getting into the realty business 
of having to make two sales to 
complete a deal."

Plywood Panels Will 
Keep Out Chill Winds 
During Wintertime 


A large percentage of the small 
homes built during the last IO years 
are one and one-half story struc­ 
tures with crawl-spaces under the 
house and attics which can be fin­ 
ished off at the owner’s will. 
Many of these have openings in 
the foundation walls which a r e 
closed by some type of grille or 
latticework panels. And most of 
them have the heating pipes ex­ 
posed beneath the floor. As a re­ 
sult of this arrangem ent there is 
a great loss of heating energy. 
The owners wonder why 
t h e 
house cannot be kept comfortable 
during cold weather and why the 
floors seem so chilly. The p l a i n 
answer is that the heating plant is 
trying to warm all outdoors in­ 
stead of confining its energy to the 
enclosed area of the house. 
All openings beneath a h o u s e 
m ust be closed for the winter. The 
job is very simple and consists 
m erely of cutting panels of ply­ 
wood, or other weatherproof wall­ 
board, which can be properly fast­ 
ened with screws to the f r a m e 
around the opening. 
When screws or catches are us­ 
ed. the panels can be removed 
when warm weather returns and 
the panel stored away for use the 
following year. 
When the area beneath a house 
is tightly closed the exposed heat­ 
ing lines will warm it and the 
lines themselves will not be chill­ 
ed. Another benefit is that t h i s 
heated area beneath the house will 
m ake the floors more comfortable, 
and they in turn will have th e ! 
sam e effect on all the rooms above! 
them. 
The home owner, who does not 
w ant to go to the trouble of m eas­ 
uring and fitting solid panels, will 
find that the new plastic sheets, 
now being used in place of storm 
sash, are extremely effective for 
closing foundation openings.

New Diagnostic 
Test For Cancer 
May Be Achieved 
‘By FRANK CARET 
Associated Press Science Reporter 
BOSTON UP—A possible lead to­ 
wards the development of a new 
diagnostic test for cancer was re­ 
ported today to the American Assn. 
for the Advancement of Science. 
Two university of Texas biochem­ 
ists declared that in experiments 
with mice, 
they had 
found 
“ a 
new and possibly significant bio­ 
chemical distinction between tumor 
tissues and most normal tissues.” 
And, said researchers William 
Shive and Edwin M. Lansford Jr., 
“ further consideration of this bio­ 
chemical distinction from the stand 
point of possible diagnostic appli­ 
cations . . . may be w arranted.” 
They also declared the finding 
might aid toward better under­ 
standing of the cancer process it­ 
self. 
Their researches were concerned 
with studies of a chemical called 
“ thymidine” which can be found 
in both normal and tumor tissue. 
The scientists developed a special 
technique for determining the dis­ 
tribution of this chemical in tissue.

WASHINGTON .C—The Republi­ 
can and Democratic party leaders 
of the Senate arrive in Washington 
today for conferences that may 
largely decide whether controversy 
or cooperation predominates in the 
1954 congressional session. 
Aides said Senate Majority Lead­ 
er Knowland

and Sen. 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, the 
Democratic leader, will hold con­ 
ferences in advance of the con­ 
gressional meeting date, Jan. 6. 
It is an election year session. 
Voting in November on all 435 
House seats and 35 of the 96 sen- 
atorships will determine party con­ 
trol of Congress. 
Tension therefore is bound to be
